Venice Held Important Place 
History Bookbinding 


Was the Gateway for the Introduction Eastern 
Influences the Art Bookmaking and Decoration

Styles Follow Political Trends 


The styles binding seemed fol- 
low quite closely the political trends 
the times find increasing 
originality and development what 
might termed native designs the 
trade Venice with Asiatic and 
North African countries declined. 

One our illustrations shows 
Italian binding about 1550, which 
shows plainly the influence Eastern 
art. The design quite unlike those 
vogue other parts Europe 
that date. The central panel is, 
the other hand, almost exact coun- 
terpart outline, Persian bind- 
ing similar date, reproduced here- 
with.

Nicolas Jenson and 
John Speier, whose names have be- 
come celebrated the annals 
printing, had also established them- 
selves there some few years previous 
this. 


Gradual Decline Quality Printing 


But one industry could not flourish 
without the other and find that 
there was gradual decline the 
quality printing, the primacy pass- 
ing from Italy Basel, Switzer- 
land, for short time and later 
France.

press, order prevent the moisture 
seeping from the edges exciting 
the sizing the paper and causing 
the leaves adhere each other. 
edges are burnished after color- 
ing, they must built into gilder’s 
press. 


Gilding Process 


Edge gilding consists building 
the trimmed books into 
press rows two more, with the 
edge about level with the top 
‘chucks the press. These presses 
consist two eight inch square maple 
beams, about four feet long, placed 
parallel one another and controlled 
long steel screws, operated 
winch bar the heads the screws. 

These presses rest wooden frames 
tubs, which act both support 
the presses and catch the gold 
waste, skewings, which drop down. 
Books, after being jogged and built 
into the presses, are scraped down 
with steel scrapers (sometimes 
sanded), filler made with paste and 
color worked into the surface 
fill the pores, and then sizing, usu- 
ally the albumen type, applied 
wet and, while wet, genuine gold, 
leaves inches, are laid 
the surface with gilder’s screen, 
made nun’s veiling, with long, 
fine bristle camel’s hair tip brush. 

After the gold has dried thoroughly, 
the tops are burnished with agate 
bloodstone tool, affixed long 
wooden handle, the top which rests 
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against the gilder’s shoulder. The 
burnishing first done through 
piece book cloth, then direct the 
gold, the gold surface first being 
slightly waxed with leather pad, 
which portion clear beeswax 
has been rubbed. After the gilding 
process finished, the presses are 
loosened, the books taken out and 
fanned, loosen the leaves. 


all fine gilt edge work first 
customary tip the books with 
glue before they are put the gild- 
er’s presses. This operation consists 
jogging the books carefully 
table and coating narrow strip, 
crosswise the book, with flexible 
glue. This keeps the book shape 
and has tendency prevent starts 
stops the edges the books 
when they are removed from the press. 


Marbling Interesting Process 


The marbling process most in- 
teresting operation. For years this 
was passed down from father son 
and kept few families. the 
last few years new method marbl- 
ing has been devised and, while can- 
not said superior the final 
result the old fashioned method, 
somewhat simpler and makes 
possible for more operatives follow 
this branch the trade. Books 
marbled are first carefully jogged, 
arranged stacks about eighteen 
inches high, wooden boards the ex- 
act trimmed size the book are 
placed the top and bottom, and the 
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entire group clamped together with 
steel clamp running down the back 
the books. 

The marbling vat usually zine 
trough about five feet long and 
eighteen inches two feet wide. This 
filled with liquid solution gum 
tragacanth boiled Irish moss. 
this solution, when properly prepared, 
water colors may sprinkled spat- 
tered, one over the other, and then 
combed waved into various patters 
get the necessary color combinations 
and effects. They will remain 
ever position the marbler 
them the surface the bath. 

When the bath has been prepa ed, 
the books, held the clamp, are 
dipped this vat, each 
marbling one the edges the 
group contained the clamp, 
each dipping different position 
the vat, for the moment the books 
are dipped the colors attract them- 
selves the book edges and leave the 
vat free from color after the dipping. 

The stack books, still its clamp, 
set draining board and 
washed down with solution re- 
move the surplus color and any the 
vat liquid. soon they have 
dried, the boards and clamps are re- 
moved and the edge work finished. 
soon the colors the vat are 
exhausted, scraper run over the 
top, removing all the color from the 
previous dipping, and the 
again sprays spatters his colors for 
the next dipping.

haps the worst reputation de- 
stroyer books and bindings. Among 
its popular names are silver-fish, 
slicker, silver louse, silver witch, 
sugar fish, wood fish, fish moth and 
bristle tail. occurs both England 
and America and member the 
lowest and simplest group insects. 
has wings and its body about 
one- third inch length, tapers 
gradually from the head the pos- 
terior extremity, and covered with 
minute silvery scales. has three 
long tail-like appendages. 


Almost Impossible Capture 


The rapidity with which runs 
places concealment and the slipperi- 
ness its body makes almost im- 
possible capture. has six abnor- 
mally long, powerful legs. The two 
“feelers” antennae are slender and 
conspicuous. has biting mouth 
parts consisting two pairs jaws.

Detect Presence 


detect the presence book- 
worms necessary closely in- 
spect the back the bound volume. 
Little smooth round may 
found the lower end the book 
along the edges the book, 
there may between the cover and 
the fly-leaf little ridge heap 
dust. the paper pasted the cover 
near the dust-heap raised with the 
point knife, the worm will re- 
vealed. Sometimes the 
through the pages are round and regu- 
lar and extend straight line from 
cover.

bels. only the corrosive sublimate 
was used that, while killed 
the insects which attempted eat the 
paper, still, each one before dying 
did its bit towards defacing the label, 
adding the carbolic acid, the aim, 
which was successful, was deter 
them from attempting feed.”

For this purpose 
spar varnish, shellac, and cellulose 
lacquers are satisfactory, possess bet- 
ter durability, have injurious ef- 
fect the cloth, are flexible, and im- 
part pleasing finish the cloth. 

All the tests have been conducted 
exposing the various book cloths 
book cases made from the book 
cloths localities known fre- 
quented insects, both the “croton” 
common water bug, and the large 
American roach. The tests have not 
been made under abnormal conditions, 
such imprisoning insects bell 
jars with the material tested, 
that are not indicative actual con- 
ditions which books are exposed.
